1 on February 6th, 1908, with 103 adult members. The v. 
—— ul L. Kunzman became the first pastor a few months later and 
plans were immediately adopted for the erection of the present church, 
which was dedicated the following year. 


The Rev. A. J. Holl, pastor from 1910 to 1913, built well and 
strong upon the spiritual foundations which had been laid and the 
membership was increased to over three hundred active members. 


The Rev. A. C. Naumann, pastor from 1913 to 1920, succeeded in 
reducing the indebtedness to a minimum, purchased the parsonage 
and increased the membership to over seven hundred members. 


The Rev. Paul R. Siebert became pastor October 1920. During 
the present pastorate a balcony was added to the church, a pipe organ 

purchased which was later rebuilt and enlarged, and last year a large 
— commodious parish house was erected and dedicated and the 
church building remodeled and redecorated. The membership has in- 
creased to about 1,200 members.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


It is nine years since the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
the Northwest held its convention in this church. In 1919 Reforma- 
tion Church shared with Epiphany Church of Milwaukee, the respon- 
sibility of being host to the Synod. Great changes have taken place in 
Reformation since that time. In 1919 the confirmed membership of 
this congregation numbered 631. Now it is 1175. The value of its 
property then was $49,000; now it has increased to $185,000. The 
money raised for local expenses then was $8437. This past year it has 
been $83,720. For benevolences the congregation raised then $848; 
now it reports $7264. Truly the congregation has been blessed by the 
Lord of the church and the entire Synod rejoices in its prosperity. 

At that time there were six congregations of our Synod in Mil- 
waukee; now the number has doubled. The Synod is greatiy inter- 
ested in this strong center of conservative Lutheranism, and rejoices 
in the evidences of congregational growth going on about us. 

Great changes have taken place in the whole social, economical 
and ecclesiastical world in that nine year period. That convention re- 
ported the year of the coming of world peace. Many were the re- 
construction problems that faced the church. These have since then 
happily been adjusted and social conditions are now again near nor- 
mal. That was the year in which the National Lutheran Council was 
formed, and through it we have come now to a position of far greater 
understanding among the various bodies of our church. | 

That year also had great significance for our particular Synod 
because’ it marked the first year of the United Lutheran Church in 
America. In our own Synod also a great vital change had taken 
place. We had lost the inspired leadership of Dr. William K. Frick 
who had died since the previous convention. It is gratifying to feel

that in spite of his bodily absence, his spirit has continued to actuate 
the Synod ever since. That also was the first anniversary of oui 
Synod’s adoption of the scriptural basis of benevolent giving. That, 
too, has been tried out and there is no regret as the record of achieve- 
ment since then shows. Some comparisons of statistics will be kelp- 
ful in indicating the progress that has been made in the nine years 
since that convention.

These, figures, looked upon as fruits, would indicate a healthy 
vine, and for that health we must give all the glory to the Lord of the 
Church, who has planted and given the increase. . 

The State of the Churches 

It lint been a profitable custom for the president to report b 
ly on the state of the churches within the Synod. It would be a bur- 
den to itemize everything reported by the congregations, but a few 
indications of trends should be brought to the Synod’s attention. It 
is gratifying to know that all but two pastors have sent in their re- 
ports on the state of the Church promptly and that this data is 
gathered from seventy-one congregations and parishes. 

In the matter of church attendance all but thirteen report in- 
creases and only one of those reports a decrease. The evening ser- 
vice, however, is dwindling year by year and only twenty-two report 
regular services Sunday nights. Mid-week services, except in Lent, 
are almost obsolete; only three reporting them as a regular thing. 
An encouraging sign is that fourteen pastors report that men com- 
prise at least half of their Sunday audiences. May this number grow. 


All but three are either ignorant of the prevalence of family 
worship in the homes or report that very few practice it. The three 
that report a continuance of this spiritual exercise are in rural com- 
munities. Are our cities robbing the homes of God), 


Practical uniformity is the rule with reference to the use of the 
Common Service Book. Only two congregations report that it is not 
in use. In church practice our Synod is becoming more and more 
homogeneous. Only four pastors report less than four communion 
seasons a year. One reports them as observed monthly and one eight 
times a year. The others vary between four and six. Only three re- 
port less than two years of Catechetical instruction while four report 
three years of such work. The instruction of adult non-Lutherans 
before admission to the church is universal. About one-half of the 
pastors report adult classes. These are fewer in the Central and 
Western Conference than in Wisconsin. 
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In thirty Sunday Schools, the pastor teaches a class. In twelve 


he acts as superintendent and in six he is both. In the others he 


exereises general supervision. 

The church societies with two oie e, are definitely devoted 
to church work; only four of them are purely social in purpose. There 
are forty-five brotherhoods, thirty of which are affiliated with local, 
conference, or U. L. C. Federations. Only six are reported as not 
being successful. With such a number of brotherhoods the question 
arises as to whether the time is not here for a Synodical Brotherhood. 


In the matter of church finance again the practice is similar 
throughout the Synod. Only two do not use duplex envelopes and 
six do not conduct the every member canvass. In all these cases the 
church is rural and has peculiar conditions preventing the common 
practice. It seems that a separate treasurer for benevolence is not 
a popular institution in the Synod. Only sixteen of the congrega- 
tions have such an officer. The reasons given are various. Some say 
that there is no need for a separate officer to handle benevolent 
money; others say there is not enough income to warrant it. Some 
say that the requirements of the bank make it too expensive and 
others lay the responsibility upon the church councils. There is con- 
siderable improvement in the matter of monthly remittances to the 
treasurer of the Synod, but there is room for much more. ; 

Thefe is some improvement in the amount of Pastors’ Salaries. 
Thirty pastors not provided with parsonages, receive an average of 
$2,484 annually. Forty-two congregations who provide parsonages 
pay in addition an average salary of $2253. If parsonages can be 
estimated as adding $600 a year to the pastors’ salary, the average of 
the whole Synod is $2,683.77. Thirty congregations do not provide 


telephones for their pastors; and only nine report having provided him 
with an automobile. It is hard to see how congregations can expect 


efficient service without such necessary equipment, or when the pastor 
pay for it and its maintenance out of his own pocket. | 

Six congregations report safes or vaults for the preservation of 
church records. A few others report rented safety deposit boxes; but. 


altogether too many let the pastor or church officers preserve the 


records in a hap-hazard manner. Four pastors complain that the 
church property is not adequately insured. The condition of the 


church property is reported generally good. The cost of 3 


ments during the year totalled $151,374. 


Seven congregations are showing the missionary spirit by con- 


ducting branch Sunday schools, and five others assist neighboring 
missions by cash appropriations. 

The Synodical Bulletin is commonly used as a ition for weekly 
announcements in connection with the dissemination of 99 news 
and the propagation of Christian stewardship ideals. 

From these facts it is evident that there is a community of prac- 
tice within the Synod that speaks well for its soundness in the faith, 


for its loyalty to Lutheran tradition, and for the consecration of its 5 : 
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— 


congregations and pastors to the great task committed to the Church. 
Where improvement is needed, it is in human relationships and meth- 
ods, such as pastors’ salaries and equipment; care and preservation of Fe 
church records; and upkeep of church property. These human needs 1 
are inevitably supplied where the Spirit of the Lord ee in men's 
hearts. 

A most encouraging sign is that a synodical 8 is 

growing among us. This is not in the sense that Synod is being put 

above Church and Lord, but that the people are coming to a realiza- 

tion that the Synod is a stronger and more effective instrumentality 

in the Lord’s program of evangelism than * — 2 

can be.

The small 


proportion which the United Lutheran Church contributes to the 
Council is for its administrative work and overhead while that which 


comes directly from the synodical budget applies to its annual opera- 


tions in world service. Last year the council asked our Synod for 
$1415 and reports having received $1066. This year it comes to us 
again with a request for $1609 hve our share of the quota of $52,410 
which in turn is the U. L. C. A.’s share of their $100,000 budget.

While this important work of serving love has a small 160 in 
the budget of the Synod, this emergency justifies an especial effort 
and liberal gifts of love from our congregations and members. me 72. 


The Erie Convention 


. The biennial convention of the United Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica will be held in Erie, Pennsylvania in October of this year. Of 
course, it is important that this convention elect the best delegates 
possible to represent the Synod, bearing in mind also the value of 

- gending a fair proportion of younger men for preparation for future 

leadership in the church. 

There is another matter in 3 with this 3 that 

deserves our attention and that is the circulation of the Daily Luth- 

eran. It is of vital importance to the Synod that this daily report of 

the proceedings of the convention reach every pastor within the Synod. 
The publishers ask that the Synod pay 50 cents for each such sub- 
scription. It is your president’s opinion that such service is worthy 
of that price and that an appropriation to cover it should be made. 


Benevolent Giving 


While the receipts for the general fund of the Synod have again 
advanced we have again fallen far short of the apportionment which 
the United Lutheran Church has assigned to us and which our Synod 
last year officially accepted. This is a lamentable situation. There 
is no use trying to explain it or to make extenuations. 

There are three simple solutions to the problem. One is the love | 
of Christ in the hearts of pastors and people. That can be found only 
by sincere devotional exercises. . 

Another is an understanding of His purposes through the Church. 4 
1 The success of the pensions fund is an illustration of what education 1 
1 and appeal will bring forth from faithful people. Apportionments, - 
5 _ : minimum requirements, penalties and censure will never take the 
i place of enlightened love and Christian education. To this end atten- 
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tion should again be called to the calendar of , special days adopted by 


the United Lutheran Church at the Richmond convention. The observ- 
ance of these days should be considered a privilege by every pastor 
who is interested in the world program of the church and the calendar 
should be printed in display type in the minutes of this convention and 
posted in every church vestibule and in every pastor’s study. ide 
The third solution is in confidence in the Synod’s administration 
of the funds entrusted to it. It is strange how many erroneous ideas 
exist as to Synod’s financial operations. It should be remembered 


that this Synod is but the agent of the congregations. It has no 


treasury in the sense that any money is kept or saved. As fast as the 


‘funds come in, which should be monthly, they are distributed to defin- 


itely designated objects as determined by the budget annually adopted. 
When the Synod fails it is because congregations fail and it is a sad 


commentary upon the intelligence, understanding and love of many 


pastors and church councils when the benevolent gifts of its people 
are withheld and remitted irregularly. For such sinners the law is 
provided, and the head of the Synod would be strengthened if some 
disciplinary methods were authorized to correct this shameful prac- 
tice. | | 
Closely associated with this matter is that which seems some- 
what less important but which in principle is the same, and that is 
the failure of many congregations to pay their share of the Synod- 
ical Traveling Expense. It is your president’s opinion that it would 
be no more than fair that a congregation which fails in this respect 
should be penalized by being refused representation at the u. 
of the Synod when it persists in this negleet. 


Returned Church Extension Loans 


Although the matter of church extension loans properly belongs 
to the report of the board of Home Missions and ‘Church Extension, 
yet it is fitting that they be referred to here because so many churches 
no longer receive Home Mission Aid and are still using church exten- 


sion money. The whole United Lutheran Church and especially the 


Synod of the Northwest has come to a serious stage in its extension 
work by the practical exhaustion of the church extension funds. This 
Synod has been seriously handicapped during the past year by the 
inability of the board to help congregations contemplating building. 
The board of American Missions has been very liberal to the Synod 


when one considers the large sums it has at present invested in the 
congregations of this Synod. Churches should realize that this money 
should be retained only as an extreme necessity and that before ex- 
tensive improvements are made to buildings or in equipment such 
funds should be returned to give the bare necessities to young and 
weak missions that are satisfied to be without any of the conveniences 
considered necessary in older congregations. 
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Need of a Building Finance Association 

In 1926 the treasurer of the Synod in his annual report wrote as 
follows: “One of the most serious difficulties confronting a new mis- 
sion is how to secure a building lot. This problem comes early in the 
life of a mission, sometimes even before it is organized. Its member- 
ship is small, its income meagre and its credit almost nil. Later on 
comes the building of a church which still further perplexes a young 
congregation. Very often old established congregations have serious 


difficulty in financing their building operations. They often need 


credit at a time when they have no credit, or not sufficient credit. 
Under the stress of such circumstances financial arrangements are 


made that are very costly. Exhorbitant prices are paid for money : 


sometimes to men who pose as benefactors of the church. 


“Hundreds of our members have money to invest. Financial sta- 
tistics show that not a dollar has ever been lost on first mortgages on 


Lutheran churches in the United States. There is no safer investment 


anywhere. It would seem that some plan might be devised whereby 
the investments of our people could be diverted to our congregations 
for use in building churches. I would respectfully suggest the appoint- 
ment of a committee to study this question and report at the next 
convention of Synod.” 


The matter has been gredtly emphasized within the past year. 
Many congregations have been retarded in their building projects by 
failure to secure loans at reasonable rates of interest. One concern 
that has done a thriving business in church securities and which has 
charged exhorbitant commissions and interest to several churches of 
our Synod has had its license suspended in Wisconsin because of il- 
legal practices. The executive committee of the Synod has author- 
ized the president to appoint a committee to make a study of this 
situation and to devise ways and means for the organization of some 
kind of a financial association for the purpose of making loans to 
churches at a reasonable rate of interest. Your president is working 
on this charge. Progress is being made but he will appreciate any 
information or suggestions that can be made by members of the 
Synod and bespeaks official action as soon as plans have been well 
matured and reported to the Synod. 


1930 Educational Year | 


The Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church submits 
the following resolutions to all Synods: Resolved, That the Board 
of Education in session in Washington, D. C., December 5th and 6th 


requests all Synodical Bodies to take action by formal and definite 


resolution, in harmony with the action of the United Lutheran Church 
at the Richmond Convention, to set aside the year 1930 as Educational 
Year, and to provide for such campaign or campaigns as may be 
deemed justifiable upon the local territory on behalf of educational 


institutions or agencies customarily — by the Synods con- 


cerned.” 
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This Synod certainly is interested in such action. No doubt the 
report of our Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary Board 
will recommend some kind me action in accordance with this resolution 
at this convention. 

In that connection the lone Seminary on the Pacific Coast — 
that in whatever campaign this Synod undertakes in 1930 provision be 
made for the sum of $6957 toward a much needed dormitory to cost 
$130,000 at that institution. The Pacific Synod is being asked for 
$20,000 and other Synods also are assigned definite amounts. This 
should be considered by our Synod when the = for the 1930 
campaign is decided upon.

Plans are 
under consideration for contact with the county welfare boards and

In Milwaukee an executive has just been called for the Inner 


Mission Society, to further organize the city and establish working 
connections with state and local welfare boards. Some progress has 


been made in North Dakota though without an executive little can be 
done further. Just how this state-wide service is going to be carried 


on cannot be definitely announced, but it will be on an all Lutheran 


rather than a synodical basis. 


In the Twin Cities the Missionary Training School of the Luth- 
eran Welfare Society is being consolidated with the Lutheran Bible 
Institute of St. Paul, the same to take effect with the opening of the 
new school year in September. The Institute will give all the courses 
formerly offered by the Missionary Training School and will in addi- 
tion add another year to the regular two year course—the third year 


to be given to specialized work in either Christian Service, Religious 


Education or Missions. It is generally felt that this merger repre- 
sents a long step ahead and that the cause of training for service has 
been advanced. The Institute is doing a splendid work and has large 
plans for the future. It deserves the support of our Synod to a de- 
gree it has not had in the past. Crowded conditions make early regis- 
tration desirable for prospective students. 


The Lutheran Welfare Society in the Twin Cities and the Inner 
Mission Society of Milwaukee continue to make progress and enjoy 


the growing support of the Synod's congregations. Pastors do well to 


remind catechumens and young people’s groups of the perils of mod- 
ern cities and point out the safeguards and hospice accommodations 
which the Lutheran Church has set up in the larger centers. |

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SEVEN YEAR PROGRAM 


This committee has continued its work along the lines laid down 
by the Synod in its inception of the Seven Year Program, and by the 
committee in its early meetings. Five meetings were held, alternating 
between Milwaukee and Minneapolis, except the last, which was in 
Racine. Regional conferences on finance and stewardship were held in 
the fall and spring, respectively, the latter in connection with the 
prelenten retreats of the respective conferences. 


Realizing as it does, that the committee is not an added piece of 
synodical machinery, but rather a correlation of existing agencies with 
the primary purpose of spiritual stimulation and devotional study of 
the best application of the Lord’s principles to the advancement of the 
Church, the committee does not hold up any facts as evidences of its 
own achievements. What has been accomplished is due to faithful 
co-operation of pastors and people throughout the Synod. The mem- 


bers of the committee pray together, study together and plan to- 


gether, and try to spread the results among congregations through 


the regional conferences and through personal work. For the sake of 


order and system the committee has divided the responsibilities of 
its members among the congregations, covering the entire Synod, but 
their offices are not forced upon any. 


It has also endeavored to spread and intensify a realization of the 
objectives of the synod through programs of visual education, such as 
a stewardship film, poster and essay contests in the Sunday schools, 
and a continuation of the graphs. It has been of great assistance in 


the editing of the Synodical Bulletin, and if given an appropriation 


for the purpose, could do a great deal more through the dissemina- 


tion of literature. This past year it published a pamphlet, the print- 


ing of which was donated by a layman, that has been in demand by 
other denominations and by such movements as the * Scouts of 
America. 

The former e of the committee, Mr. J. K. Jensen, has re- 
signed as chairman, continuing on the committee. By action of the 
committee the president of the Synod: was made the chairman. 
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The one ambition of the committee is that it may be a kind of 
„power house” for the Synod, looking unto the Lord of the Church for 
its dynamic, and carrying its inspiration to the congregations for ap- 
plication to the evangelistic and benevolent tasks of each and all.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PARISH AND 
CHURCH SCHOOLS 


No duties or directions have come to the committee from the 


United Lutheran Church. The regional secretary Dr. C. H. B. 
Lewis has a wide territory to cover and having given our Synod many 
individual parish visits in the past years, came to our territory but 


once during this synodical year. Hence we have promoted our own 
program of Sunday School work, Weekday Schools, Vacation Bible 
Schools, Teachers’ Institutes in practicable centers, Sunday School 
Conventions, and local teacher training classes under the pastor’s 


direction. 
Lake Park, Milwaukee, did St. Matthew’s, Wauwatosa conducted 


Weekday Schools. There may be others. The Racine churches con- 


ducted a Bible Conference (five evenings) held an Inter-church Ban- 
quet ( Pastor Otterbein, speaker) and outlined teacher-training 
courses with examinations. The Church of the Ascension, St. Paul, 


held a local Institute. St. J ohn’s, Elkhorn royally entertained the 


twenty-first annual Sunday School Convention, registering 28 church- 
es, 110 delegates, 15 pastors, and 4 visitors. This year the Montana 
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congregations of the Western 2 will hold its first Sunday 
School Convention for Montana at Livingston. 


Two Institutes deserve detailed mention. The Fargo Institute is 
inter-synodical in character. Enrollment over 100. Two terms of ten 
weeks each. Each teacher takes two courses per term. Eight credits 
are needed for graduation. Regular commencement exereises with 
diplomas are observed. Meetings are held in a business college. 
Faculty consists of local pastors and professors. First semester: Old 
Testament; Child Psychology; Lutheran Doctrines; Church History— 
Texts used in this order: Oliver; Lectures (Psychology) Professor 
Concordia; Lutheran Fundamentals, (Gerberding) Lovgren. Second 


semester: New Testament (Oliver); Methods of Teaching; History 


of Christian Education (Kretchmann); Devotional Life (Teacher, Oak 
Grove Seminary). Post-graduate Course: Missions (Our Chureh 
Abroad); Cathechetics (Tanner). 


The Milwaukee Institute (Dr. Steckel, Boas is in its third year. 
Ten weeks course, October 10 to December 12. Pastors and laity form- 


ed the staff of instructors. Average attendance 140. Meetings were 


held in a different church each week. Graded Course text books were 
used and the lessons for the following Sunday demonstrated in the 
first period 8:15 to 8:55 P. M. Four study courses were offered in 
the second period 9:00 to 9:30 P. M. “The Pupil”, “The Teacher“, 
“Training the Devotional Life”, “The Founding of the Church.” A 
devotional period of ten minutes began the evening study. 


Brief mention is made of the Regional Secretary’s questionairre 
to each pastor, revealing a growing and deepening interest in the edu- 
cational task of the Church; the mailing of “Inklings” to pastors and 
church workers; Installation rubrics for officers and teachers; person- 
al correspondence and private interviews with 8 and —— on 


matters of religious education.

Take a deeper interest in the children of the church, Plan your new 


church building to care for their needs and demands. Offer them as 
complete a program as possible.

THE REPORT OF THE ACTING SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
HOME MISSIONS 


The problems of the Synodical Board of Home Missions for the 
year have been intensified by two vital considerations. The first is 
the resignation of the whole field missionary force, and second, the 
necessity of conforming our work to a budget considerably less than | 
that of previous years. In spite of these handicaps the work has 
gone forward in many respects and the missions have been forced to 
realize more of their own responsibility. The Board of American 
Missions is now operating effectively and has given the Synod every 
consideration possible in the face of its own: reduced income. The 
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sad fact is that throughout the United Lutheran Church the benev- 
olences have not measured up to expectations. This board is meeting 
the situation by curtailment of activities rather than by plunging 
into indebtedness. Our synodical board has been forced in several 
cases to supplement the appropriation to some of our missions out of 
the synodical budget. The amount so used throughout the synodical 
year was $5,814. The amount will probably be higher this coming 
year since two field missionaries have been called and one other un- 


doubtedly soon will be. The missions, themselves, co-operated nobly 


in the matter of reductions, and their work on all fields has been 
aggressive. We have a most faithful group of efficient servants 
operating Home Missions on our field. The Lord has blessed us 
mightily. 


THE MISSIONS 
MONTANA 


BILLINGS, organized in 1920, Mr. J. Richard Olson, supply 
pastor. The present membership is 109. This congregation has 
made great progress during the year not so much in membership as 
in attendance and standing in the community. The choir and the 
pastor’s personality have given the church excellent reputation in the 
city. The debt has been materially reduced and the congregation 
accepted a reduction of $48 in the Home Mission appropriation and 
assumed an item of $200 interest formerly paid by the Board. The 
parsonage was recently redecorated throughout. The pastor has been 
serving under a license issued from year to year, and was assigned to 
this field with the purpose of bringing it to the point where a regular 
pastor could be called. Both he and the congregation now feel that 
that point has been reached and it is probable a permanent pastor 
will be called within a few months. One great weakness of the Bil- 
ling’s congregation has been the absence of benevolent giving but by 
recent resolution of the Church Council this is to be corrected now 
and henceforth. In the ministerial pension’s campaign this congrega- 
tion subscribed $330 having a quota of $225. 

GREAT FALLS, The Rev. George C. Koehler, pastor, 3 
in 1925. This work continues to grow and prosper. During the year 
a beautiful church and parsonage were constructed at a cost of ap- 
proximately $40,000. The work is well financed and the congregation 


is not overburdened due to a $10,000 non-interest bearing loan given 
aby the Women’s Missionary Society of the U. L. C. A. The member- 
Ship March 31 was 159, all active. The pastor is not only busy in 


his own community but he also holds services in Lewistown and other 
nearby points. The congregation subscribed $750 toward the pension’s 


fund. 


REDEEMER, Livingston, The Rev. Webster H. Clement, pastor. 


Organized 1906. Here again great progress has been made in internal 


organization. The present membership is 191, active members. One 
marked improvement in this congregation has been the regularity of 
the remittance of benevolences. This congregation also over sub- 
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scribed its pension's quota with a total of $960. The pastor also 
serves congregations at Mammoth Springs, Yellowstone Park, Gar- 


diner and St. James, Columbus. This congregation also accepted a 
reduction of $36 in its Home Mission appropriation and the balance : 


of $264 was transferred to the Synodical Budget with the expectation 
7 that the congregation will assume it entirely the next budget year. 


NORTH DAKOTA 


TRINITY, Glenburn, The Rev. William H. Gale pastor. This 
congregation is united with Lansford and Eckman congregations into 
a triple parish. The work is entirely rural in its nature and scope. 
It is the only Lutheran Church work touching the territory it covers 
and has great vitality. It has weathered the economic depressions 
that have been common in North Dakota recently and throughout the 
parish conditions are greatly improved. The total membership at 


Present is 187. The congregation at Glenburn has plans completed for 


a super-structure on the basement which has been their place of wor- 
ship the past several years. The cost will be approximately $10,000 
and one-half of this has been subscribed by the congregation itself. 
It asks the board of American Missions for a Church Extension Loan 
of $3,000 and is certainly worthy of such aid. These three congrega- 
tions subscribed a total of $537 in the pensions fund campaign. 

ST. JOHN’S, Killdeer, organized in 1917 together with St. Luke’s, 
Manning, organized in 1920, The Rev. John W. Ziegler, pastor. This 
is another rural parish. The congregation at Manning is very weak 
due to many removals from the community. It is a question as to 
whether it should be continued except as a preaching point in connec- 
tion with the Killdeer congregation. At Killdeer, however, the work 
is prospering and the pastor is held in high esteem by the entire com- 


munity and for miles around. The congregation has materially redue- 


ed its indebtedness and has made substantial payments on its Church 
Extension Loan. It is fairly regular in its payments toward benev- 
olences and is in every respect a worth while missionary enterprise. 
In the pension’s campaign it subscribed $205. 


TRINITY, Williston, The Rev. H. N. Stoffel, pastor. Organized 


in 1914. This congregation has had great difficulty during the past 
year due to the failure of a church securities corporation which prom- 
ised the loan to complete the deal. The Synod came to its rescue 
after the Church had actually been sold by the sheriff. Aside from 
that, however, the congregation is in excellent condition. The mem- 


bership reported March 31, was 116, and the pastor reports the con- 


gregation as being able to meet its budget including interest regular- 
ly for the first time in its history. The congregation reports che 
subscription of $150 toward the ministerial pensions fund. It is 
regular in its benevolent contributions. 


CANADA 


FIRST ENGLISH, Winnipeg, The Rev. William F. Bacher, D. D., 
pastor. Organized 1905. This congregation seems to be gradually 
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gathering momentum in growth. For many years it seemed to be 


going backward but for the third consecutive year it has reduced its 
indebtedness besides meeting all its obligations. The membership 
numbers now 120. It is faithful in its benevolent giving and in the 
pensions campaign subscribed $654, thus more than doubling its quota 
of $225. It also assumed a reduction of $48 in its Home Missions | 
appropriation. | 


On the whole the work 5 the western Conference is on an un- 
usually sound basis and has caused very little concern within the past 
year. There are many fields that should be looked into and entered. 
The men on the field demand that a field ee soon be placed 
upon this territory. 


MINNESOTA 
ST. JOHN’S, Lakeville, Rev. A. P. Lee, pastor. Organized in 


1914. Two definite forward steps have been taken by Lakeville con- 
gregation, the first being the voluntary reduction of $100 in the Home 


Mission appropriation which enabled the board to transfer the balance 


of $250 to the Synodical Budget and the other the separation from the 


work of St. Luke’s, Farmington. The membership of St. John’s is 


148. The congregation is meeting its expenses and paying benev- 
olences regularly.. On the pensions fund it subscribed 8200. 


ST. LUKE’S, Farmington, organized in 1916. Supplied by stu- 
dents from the Northwestern Theological Seminary. This congrega- 
tion has been served by the pastor of St. John’s, Lakeville until 
January 1, 1928 at which time he transferred it to student Theodore 
Stump. Since Mr. Stump, assisted by student Goodwin Olson, has 
been in charge the attendance and income have shown increases by 
leaps and bounds and it again appears that Farmington is worthy of 
a place among the regular missions of the Synod. Student Olson 
plans to continue to serve the congregation without expense to the 
board during the summer. They use the Episcopal Church and nave 
considerably improved it with paint and other repairs. 


ST. ANDREW’S, Lincolntown (White Bear Lake). For several 
years this congregation, organized in 1922, has been served by the 
Rev. Arma G. Riggle in connection with St. Mark’s, North St. Paul. 
Late in 1927 both congregations resolved that they should be separat- 
ed. St. Mark’s assumed self-support and released pastor Riggle at 


his own request to devote his full time to St. Andrew’s. St. Andrew’s 


increased its share of the pastor’s salary from $750 to $1,000, the 
board meeting this amount, and Rev. Riggle moved to the neighbor- 
hood of St. Andrew’s Church. He reports the attendance and pro- 
spects greatly improved. The confirmed members now are 62. The 
attendance is usually considerably larger than the membership. This 
church serves the entire community as there is no other church there. 


The great weakness of this church is a lack of co-operation with the 


rest of the Synod in the matter of benevolences and such things as the 
pensions fund campaign, This needs to be corrected. 
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GRACE, Alden and FAITH, Walters, Rev. C. H. Eckhoff, pastor. | 
Organized in 1917 and 1919. This parish was transferred from the 
board of American Missions to the synodical board, the congregation 
assuming a reduction of $32 in the appropriation. It is a rural com- 
munity and the work is progressing normally. It is hoped that it 
will soon become self-supporting. In the pensions campaign Alden 
subscribed $233 and Walters $210. The parish quota is $375. This 
congregation also needs strengthening in its benevolent outlook. 


EPIPHANY, Minneapolis, organized in 1925, The Rev. Le Roy 
Nielsen, pastor. Epiphany continues to grow slowly. The congre- 
gation is well organized. The membership now reported is 96. The 
Sunday School has grown remarkably and an attendance of 150 or over 
is the rule. On the pension fund it surpassed its quota with a sub- 
scription of $390. 


MOUNT CARMEL, spe The Rev. H. J. Schmid, pastor. 
Organized in 1926. Pastor Schmid has been on the field about one 
pear and the congregation shows steady progress. The membership 
now is 115. The benevolent record is excellent. In the pension fund 
campaign the congregation subscribed $411 in spite of the fact that 
many of its members are actually on the roll of welfare agencies of 
Minneapolis and none of them have any emen wealth. There 


is a fine spirit in the congregation. 


RESURRECTION, Minneapolis, organized 1923, The Rev. Emil 

Neuhardt, pastor. The first year of the first ordained pastorate. The 
Rev. Neuhardt has taken hold of things in a consecrated and business- 
like way and for the first time the congregation has a self-reliant 
spirit and is making marked progress internally and in outward 
growth. The membership now numbers 111. There is a Sunday 
School of 260. An average attendance at church is 135 and the chapel 
is sorely taxed to care for the Sunday School. The basement has 
been partitioned and plastered. The finances of the church are in 
good shape and benevolences are now being remitted monthly. In 
the pensions fund campaign the quota of $225 was oversubscribed 
with a total of $340. Although in a community of poor people this 
mission is doing blessed work and is justifying its existence in a noble 
way. 
ST. LUKE’S, Oxboro, organized 1923, Rev. A. E. Peterson, pastor. 
During the year this mission completed their equipment of a very 
serviceable bungalow chapel at a cost with the ground of $7,000. The 
present membership is 68 with a Sunday School enrollment of 74. 
In the pensions fund campaign this congregation subscribed its quota 
of $150. Its benevolence record is not good and reports are slow in 
coming in. | 

ASCENSION, St. Paul, organized in 1923, The Rev. Paul L. 
Wetzler, pastor. Ascension continues to grow and prosper and is a 
Joy to all interested in Home Mission development. The membership 

is now 189, with 196 in Sunday School. It has recently undergone 
a eee which has greatly simplified its financial problems and 
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the congregation is already looking forward to the erection of a large 
building of which its present structure will be a wing. Ascension is 
first rate in its regularity and liberality, meeting its quota of $900 on 
the pensions fund campaign. They also accepted a reduction of $36 
in the board’s appropriation. 


FAITH, Winona, organized 1917, Rev. Frank A. Berg, pastor. 
Pastor Berg has been on the field as ordained pastor for one year. 
In that time the attendance has constantly increased and the spirit of 
the congregation has become harmonious and forward looking. The 
present membership is 130. The property has been considerably im- 
proved by the addition of a chancel and complete redecorating. This 
- congregation assumed a reduction of $100 in the board’s appropriation. 
In the pensions fund campaign it oversubscribed its quota of $375 with 
a total of $518.50. 
ST. JOHN’S, Mound, organized October, 1927, Rev. Prof. H. B. 
Reed has done the work of gathering and organizing this congrega- 
tion, which now applies to the Synod for membership, asking no ap- 
propriation for the present. The membership numbers 31 and in the 
pensions fund campaign subscribed $178.50. A chapel has been built 
by a business man of Mound and is rented to the congregation very 
reasonably. This was necessary because of the overcrowded condition 
of the cottage which they formerly used. 
SILVER LAKE CHAPEL, Minneapolis, 1 in May. 1928. 
In charge of Northwestern Seminary students. This work has been 
carried on for three years by students of the Seminary under the 
supervision of the Rev. Prof. J. H. Dressler. Because of the demands 
for ministerial acts and other church services the organization of a 
church was effected under the guidance of the superintendent of 
Missions with 20 members on May 28, 1928. It is planned that this 
- congregation will continue to be supplied by ee students as it 
is only two miles from the institution. - 
HOPE, Minneapolis, organized December, 1927, Student D. E. 
Engdahl, pastor. This work was begun three years ago as a filiale of 
Resurrection mission by student Paul Feustel. Last year it languished 
and almost disappeared but in December Student Engdahl took charge 
and since that time has developed a congregation of 54 members with 
a Sunday School of 80. He has been called by the congregation to 
assume the pastorate. Here is a field worthy of regular Home Mis- 
sion support but due to the limited funds and thanks to the conse- 
crated zeal of the pastor elect who is willing to continue his work as 
railway mail clerk several nights a week for his own support, the 
congregation will ask no Home Mission aid. It has already acquired 
property at the corner of 60th Street and 27th Avenue South in the 
Nokomis Park district and plans to remodel a building now on the 
property into a comfortable chapel. Hope congregation shows a fine 
spirit by introducing duplex envelopes and remitting its benevolences 
to Synod regularly both in Sunday School and in Church. 
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Holy Trinity Church, St. Paul, has assumed charge of the Sunday 
School begun a year ago at SOUTH PARK, South St. Paul. During 
the winter it has been cared for by student Miley of Northwestern 
Seminary. 

A Sunday School has also been opened south of Richfield by the 
_ Rev. E. R. Wicklund of Ricefield Lutheran Church at which he reports 
an attendance of between 50 and 60. 5 


SOUTH DAKOTA 


ST. MATTHEW’S, Spencer. This congregation, formerly mem- 
ber of the German Nebraska Synod, united with our Synod on January 
1, 1928. The Rev. A. H. G. Gjevre was called in the fall of 1927 and 
reports a substantial congregation in every respect. It has been 
faithful in its benevolent gifts to the Synod and subscribed $150 
toward the pensions fund campaign. It received $500 this year from 


the Synodical Home Mission fund. It is expected that this sum will 


be assumed by the congregation next budget year. 

The field of the Central Conference is so large that in spite of the 
lack of a field missionary since October, 1927 three new congregations 
have been formed. The board has called the Rev. D. H. Shelhart of 
Superior, Wis., to become field nnn and he has accepted and 
will assume his duties July 1. 


WISCONSIN 


oe ATONEMENT, Beloit, Rev. C. C. Roth, pastor. Organized 1905. 
- Beloit continues its excellent condition in every respect and while it 
was necessary that it be re-habilitated by the services of an able man 
such as its present pastor it is now in a condition to prosper as a 
normal congregation. It is one of the best benevolent congregations 
in Synod and in the pensions fund campaign it subscribed $1,460. It 
has improved its property by repairs to the basement costing some 
$300, all of which has been paid for. $300 of is Mission support was 
transferred to the Synod for the current budget year. 

ST. JOHN’S, Elkhorn, Rev. F. O. Broesicke, pastor. Organized in 
1897. This is another congregation that is a joy to the Home Mission 
board, in the fine spirit that prevails in the congregation, the regulari- 
ty with which it makes reports and remittances to the Synod, and the 
progress that is being shown in all of its activities. It uses the duplex 
envelope in Sunday School and Church and remits regularly and 
liberally above the minimum requirement set by the Synod last year. 
In the pensions fund campaign it was the first congregation of the 
Synod over the top, having secured $911. The congregation accepted 
a reduction of $50 in its home mission appropriation. 

OUR SAVIOUR’S, Fond du Lac, organized 1925, The Rev. B. J. 
Stecker has been in charge of this congregation since before its organ- 
ization and this year settled down as its permanent pastor. The work 
has prospered. The membership now is 160, and in every way shows 
internal, external and benevolent growth. It meets the minium re- 
quirements of the Synod and remits regularly to the treasurer of the 
Synod. The work was somewhat retarded by the serious illness of

its pastor through the Lenten season. But we are confident that the 
Lord wil bring a greater blessing through his suffering. This con- 


gregation subscribed $259 to the pensions fund. 


REDEEMER, Hartford, organized 1920, Rev. Amos Streich, pas- 
tor. This congregation has developed under the present pastorate of 
one year in spite of many handicaps that had to be overcome. It has 
a good record in benevolences and has subscribed liberally to the 
pensions fund, the total being $429.50. The congregation recently 
showed its appreciation of Pastor Streich’s efforts by increasing his 
salary $200. During the year the buildings have been considerably 


improved, complete redecoration and remodeling of the front of the 


auditorium giving it a real chancel and a church by character. The 
cost of material was $180.00, the labor being donated by the members. 

TRINITY, Marshfield, organized 1922, The Rev. Paul Feustel, 
pastor. This is the first year of Pastor Fuestel’s services in this con- 
gregation and the growth has been marked and constant. The mem- 
bership now numbers 113. The congregation is faithful in its obliga- 


tions to the Synod and was among the first to meet its quota in the 


pensions fund, subscribing $357. It accepted a reduction of wn in its 
appropriation. 

ST. MARK’S, Jefferson, organized 1928, Graduate W. H. Baeren- 
wald, pastor-elect. This congregation has been served throughout 
the year by Rev. C. F. Schneider and has made steady progress. 
Pastor Schneider has exemplified the spirit of Christ in attention to 


the poor, the afflicted, and the imprisoned. The reaction upon the 


“ongregation has been excellent, and bears out the promises of the 
Lord. When Pastor Schneider was called to work for the Inner Mis- 


sion Society of Milwaukee, the congregation wasted no time in seek- 


ing a successor but accepted the recommendation of the president of 
Synod and called Student Baerenwald less than a month after the 
resignation. He a es charge June 1. Jefferson has an excellent 
record in benevolent giving to the Synod and in the eee fund 


subscribed $500. 


PENTECOST, Milwaukee, 1924, Rev. N. K. 
pastor. The outstanding event in the year’s progress at Pentecost 
has been the change of location and the construction of a beautiful 
new church which is now going on. It is of native stone and will be 
a credit to the Synod. The street upon which it is located has been 
paved and the community is growing very rapidly. The board looks 
for big things from Pentecost in its excellent location, fine building 
and growing community. The mission was helped to the extent of 
$500 by Lake Park Church. Pentecost has been faithful in its benev- 
olent giving and subscribed to the pensions fund $335. They — 


a reduction of $100. 


REDEMPTION, Milwaukee, 1926, Bev. H. W. 
pastor. Redemption has made little progress during the year due 
largely to an unsettled state of mind on account of the uncertainty of 
the ownership of the chapel it has been using. The congregation. 
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proposes to relocate on Keefe Avenue at 4th Street. This matter 
should be looked into most thoroughly before any definite steps are 
taken. Membership reported as 92. The benevolent giving has been 
very small but in the pensions fund $148 was subscribed. . 


WASHINGTON PARK, Milwaukee, organized in 1921, Rev. David 
H. Bucks. This congregation has gone through a kind of re-organiza- 
tion during the year but reports progress under the new church coun- | 
cil. The membership now is 367. The congregational is making 
material reduction on its indebtedness and has been paying regularly 
to the benevolent work of the Synod. In the pensions fund campaign 
it subscribed $3,007 which was considerably above its expectancy 
quota. It has improved its property by the complete redecorating 
and painting of its school hall. It expects to become self-supporting 
by the next budget year. It assumed a reduction of $100 this year. 

ST. JOHN’S, Philips, organized in 1922, Rev. Joseph Stump, Jr., 
pastor. This congregation has taken great steps forward during the 
past year. Its membership now numbers 168. The parsonage has 
been thoroughly redecorated. Philips is faithful in its benevolences 


to the Synod. It has assumed a reduction of $40 on its Home Mission 


appropriation. Pastor Stump has accepted a call to La Crosse, Wis- 
consin. 

ST. LUKE’S, Waukesha, organized 1921, Rev. Walter A. Lunden, 
pastor. This is the first year of the pastorate of Rev. Lunden. He 
has inaugurated a new type of community service by his activities in 
the State Sanitarium, the County Sanitarium, State Industrial School 
for boys and Rest Haven Government Hospital as well as the Wis- 
consin State Sanitarium for tubercular people. On March 31, 242 
members were reported and 25 in addition were received at Haster. 
St. Luke’s is faithful on its payment to the treasurer of the Synod 
and accepted the largest voluntary reduction of any mission in this 
Synod, $400. 

ST. MATTHEW’S, Wauwatosa, organized 1920, William Niebling, 
pastor. This congregation continues to forge ahead. It voluntarily | 
assumed a reduction of $300 in its Home Mission appropriation and in 
addition increased the pastor’s salary $500. On March 31, its mem- 
bers numbered 387. It is among the leaders in synodical benevolences 
and is continually reducing its indebtedness. It plans to become self- 
supporting in the very near future. In the 1 pensions fund 
campaign it subscribed $1,000. 


: HOLY TRINITY, West Allis, organized 1925, Rev. B. 0. Qually, 
pastor. This congregation has been at a standstill throughout the 
year and it is a question whether the work should be continued or not 
unless marked improvement is early in evidence. Its membership is 
reported as 126 with 120 in the Sunday School. The congregation has 
no property. It is using the Odd Fellows’ Hall. In the — fund 
campaign it subscribed $300. 

TRINITY, West Bend, Rev. Willis Beck, 0 This is the first 
year of this congregation’s service in the beautiful new building. 
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The congregation is making progress and in every respect is worth 
while. It is faithful in its benevolences and in the pensions fund 


subscribed $604.50. 

HOLY TRINITY, Argone. This field has been supplied oc- 
casionally during the year by visiting pastors. The outlook is very 
encouraging, however, due to the application of the former Com- 
munity Church at Hiles for organization and membership with the 
Synod of the Northwest. The Hiles congregation was reorganized in 
February and has called jointly with Holy Trinity Graduate Matthew 
Haas of the Northwestern Seminary. The congregation was to be 
self-supporting but were unable to secure more than $1,200 in sub- 
_ scriptions toward the pastor’s salary. The acting superintendent rec- 

commends that $300 be appropriated from the synodical budget to 
make it possible for Student Haas to accept the call. The Hiles com- 
munity is again fully populated and the congregation of sixty mem- 
bers has applied for a Church Extension Loan of $2,000 to help them 
re-finance. The indebtedness has been reduced $1,000 and they have 
a first mortgage of only $1,000. The Minnesota State Luther league 
has come to the assistance of the Synod with a loan of $1,000 which 
had been gathered for work in northern Minnesota, and it is hoped 
that the State Luther League of Wisconsin will supplement this 
amount to complete the $2,000 asked for. The church has a beautiful 
little building and is the only Protestant organization in the com- 
munity. This will be a substantial parish. Argonne erben $75 
toward the pensions fund. 7 

HOLY TRINITY, Kenosha, organized September, 1927, oe Field 
Missionary W. C. Stump. This congregation has been fostered and 
materially supported by Grace Church, Kenosha, under the active 
leadership of Pastor H. K. Gebhart, D. D. The mother congregation | 
has purchased three lots in the center of a large and rapidly develop- 
ing new section on the Northwest edge of the city, and is financing 
the building of a Chapel to cost, with lots, $8,000. Field Missionary 
A. C. Baughman began working the field about July Ist. 

ST. JAMES’, Barboo. A year ago this congregation pled for a 
continuation of an appropriation to maintain the mission. The Board 
complied and services were continued by a student through the Sum- 
mer, Fall and Winter. At the March meeting of the Board it was 
resolved to increase the appropriation to enable the congregation to 
call a. permanent pastor, provided it would do the same. The con- 
gregation decided that rather than endeavor to do so it would dis- 
eontinue services after May ist. The —— has . dropped 
from the list of Missions. 


The Wisconsin conference looks forwacd to rapid 
since the Rev. A. C. Baughman has accepted the call of the board to 
become field missionary and assumed his duties May 15th. The new 
mission at Kenosha organized as Holy Trinity, with the assistance 
of the Grace congregation, is looking to him for services. Other 
fields in and about Milwaukee especially are very ripe and the board 
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expects one or more missions to be organized in the near future. 

With two new field missionaries working, the board looks forward 
to great expansion during the year. Under its new plan of operation 
the sub-committees meet monthly and the complete board meets quar- 
terly. It is the endeavor of the board to be systematic and business- 
like in its planning and execution and it is trying to promote a spirit 
of co-operation on the part of all missions and missionaries. In this 
it is greatly encouraged. —

| When we compare reports of Synods on the subject of Evangelism 
with Apostolic reports on similar work found in the Book of Acts we 
discover that the furmer discuss problems while the latter testify to 
power—the former report methods and accessions while the latter 
place all the emphasis on the power of the Gospel to save souls, to 
enrich and ennoble life. 
: Your committee offers this thought in the hope that we may be 
found in line with New Testament ideals in Evangelism. We bring 
you no recommendations that are not already found in the Great 
Commission given to the first Disciples and through them to the 
church. We suggest no methods except such as are sanctioned by 
Holy Scripture and exemplified in the classic experience of the early. 
church. We know of no power for the salvation and transformation 
of the souls for which Synod has a responsibility except that given on 
the day of Pentecost. These have been carefully and correctly stated 
in the Reports of the Committee on Evangelism of the United Luther- 
an Church. No new suggestions have come to us from that source 
since our last convention. Since in fact the Synod is a committee of 
the whole on Evangelism, we therefore urge that a fresh study of 
these principles and ideals, and a more energetic and faithful applica- 
tion of the spirit and power residing in them, be made by every pastor 


and layman in Synod. |

THE REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO CO-OPERATE WITH THE 
| BOARD OF MINISTERIAL PENSIONS AND RELIEF 


Your committee was somewhat slow in organizing, due to the 
many refusals to serve on the part of laymen. Some confusion was 
evident in the change of the Board’s plans when they gave consider- 
able responsibility to the Presidents of the Conferences instead of to 
the Ministerial members as originally appointed on the committee. 
As many as possible of the committee attended the preliminary con- 
ference held in Chicago, November 2nd and 3rd, after which the defin- 
ite organization work was carried on according to the plan of the 
Board. Due to the excellent spirit of co-operation throughout the 
Synod, strengthened by the substantial backing given by the Board of 
the United Lutheran Church, especially in the presence and work of 
Mr. George L. Rinkliff, the committee is able to report that the Synod 
has met its quota of subscriptions toward the pension fund.

Dear Brethren: 


The scholastic year which has just closed has been a very happy 
and successful one. The attendance has been the largest in the his- 
tory of the seminary. There were in residence during the past year 


_ fourteen seniors, nine middlers, four juniors, one special student, and 
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four post-graduate students—at total of thirty-two. The graduating 
class of fourteen is the largest ever graduated from our school. Of 
these graduates two will continue their studies, three will serve in 
other parts of our Church, and nine will become members of the Synod 
of the Northwest. 


In addition to the regular studies listed in the e 
special course of lectures on some important topic was delivered in 
the afternoon by each of the professors and the instructor. Attendance 
at these special lectures was optional, but all of them were well at- 
tended by the students.
